To-day the Horace Mann school for 
the deaf celebrates its twenty-ftith 
anniversary, ami appropriate exercises 
were held in its beautiful building on 
Newbury Street. 

Mr. Ernest C. Marshall, chairman 
of the committee on school, presided 
at the formal exercises yyhich yvere 
held in the recreation hall at the top 
of the building, commencing at ten 
o'clock. 

During the preceding hour the class- 
rooms yvere open to the inspection of 
visitors, and there yvere interesting 

exercises to show the proficiency of 

the pupils in the use of spoken and 
written language. 

A few minutes before io the chil- 
dren of the sehool, from the wee tols 
in the nursery to the advanced pupils 
in the orainmer classes (numbering 
together 100 pupils), marched to the 
hall, where each was presented by Mr. 
Marshall with a pretty rosette of blue 
and white ribbons. These have lately

In 1869, the school committee of 
Boston decided to try the then novel 

experiment of a day school for the 

deaf in order that children yvho re- 
quired such instruction as the institu- 
tions were giving, might get it wit li- 
on t leaving theii homes. 

The present principal o( the Horace 
Mann School, Miss Sarah Fuller, then 
a teacher in the public schools, yvas 
selected to begin the yyork, and a sum 
of money was appropriated to pay t'ot- 
her to be trained, at the Clarke insti- 
tution, Northampton, then the only 
oral school for the deaf in the country. 

So the Horace Mann school enjoys 
the distinction of being the first oral 
day school for the deaf in the country.

The Horace Mann school is a public 
day sehool, the same as other schools. 
In it are gathered for purposes of in- 
struction chifdren of all classes; chil- 
dren from the best homes of Brookline 
ami the Back Bay, children from yyell- 
to-do homes in the suburbs and chil- 
dren from the poorest districts of the 
North end. 

When the school day rs over these 
children separate and go back to their 
own families and yvith Sttotl associates 
as their pavents may select for them. 
They see the business of life carried 
on by means of speech and speech 
only They have constant oppor 
tunilies for lip-reading, and they do 
not feel themselves in any degree 
peeular or set apart from other mem- 
hers of their families ; tin ir interests 
and their friends are identical, and in 

the most impressionable period of life 

they are yvhere God and the state in- 
tends they should be —in their own 
homes. 

A year or tyvo preceding this time. 
Prof.* Alexander Melville Bell, of 
Klmboro and London, had delivered 
a hcture on the subject at the Lowell 
Institute, yyhich lecture Miss Fuller 
happened to hear, and from this 
circumstance occurred a train of 
events yvhich resulted in the inven- 
( ion of th<- I -ell telephone. 

The school committee invited the 
elder Dr. Bell to come to Boston and 
instruct the teachers of the Horace 
Mann sehool in the science of phone- 
lie declined, but offered to 
send bis son, Alexander Oraham Bell, 
in his stead. 

The offer Was accepted, and the 
great inventor, then a very young 
man, I I for a period of 

three months to instruct both the 
teachers and (he pupils of the school 
for the dl 

lie taught what is known as visible 
speech. This is a system of phy 
logical symbols representing sound 
which the human voice can produce. 
The symbols were invented hy the 
elder Dr. Bell, and are hased on a 
ram of the mouth and the organs 
of speech. 



By moans of these symbols an ex- 
pert can take down a conversation in 
Zulu, Chinese or Choctaw, and may 
not necessarily understand a word of 
those languages, while another expert 
can from the symbols reproduce ex- 
aotly the same sounds so that a Zulu, 
Chinaman or Choctaw will understand' 
perfectly what ho says, though the 
the reader may have no idea whatever 
of the meaning. 

Dr. Bell taught these symbols and 
their meaning to the teachers and the 
pupils of the Horace Mann School, 
then he went to Clarke Institution 
and to Hartford and taught the 
teachers in both places. A little later 
be sottled in Boston and became a 
professor of vocal phvsiology in the 

Boston university. He felt* a great 
and growing interest in the deaf, and 
began to experiment yvith electricity, 
hoping to invent some instrument 
which would be more of use than any 
speaking tube in alleviating the con- 
dition of deaf people. 

Dr. Bell, who yvas present to-day, 
gave a very interesting sketoh of his 
work in the interest of the deaf and 
the Horace Mann Sehool. He spoke 
of the results of the Horace Mann 
yvith considerable pride. He referred 
facetiously to his scepticism f\t first 
in that deaf people could ever be 
taught to read the lips to any great 
extent, and the results by far sur- 
passed his most sanguine expecta- 
tions. 

Miss Fuller's report yvas full of 
interest, she briefly reviewed the 
past from its small beginings, the 
opening of the school yvith nine pupils 
and the growth Of the school to its 
present numbers and enlarged accom- 
modations, and paid tributes to the 
memory of Mrs. Francis Brooks, Miss 
Lucia Crocker and other devoted 
friends and early supporters of the 
Horace Mann School. 

At the close of Miss Fuller's re- 
marks, she yvas presented with a 
beautiful boquet of white roses and 
maiden hair ferns by Miss Leatherbee, 
in behalf of the Hoiace Mann As- 
sociation, yyhich she represented. 

A very pleasing feature of the ex- 
orcise yvas the reading of a poem by 
Mr. Mai shall, which was written foi 
tin- occasion by Miss Alice F. Jen 
nines, a former pupil of the Horace 
Mann School.

Prof. Thomas Widd preached to a 
very appreciative audience at St. 
Paul's Church Sunday a week ago, 
the text being: For the son of inan 
is come to seek and save that yyhich 
was lost" — Luke 19 : 10. It was 
intermingled with several anecdotes 
and was one of the best sermons Mr. 
Widd ever preached, part of whioh I 
quote below : 

Zaeeheus means fwrs, OCMn, Just, 
This man was a tax-gatherer and 
the chief of the despised publiean in 
.lericho. The Jews hated these tax 
collectors and looked down on them 
as if they yvere the most hardened 
sinners, Their astonishment was 

great indeed, yvhen they heard Jesus 
oalled Zaeeheus by name and tell 
him to come down from the tree as he 
wanted to stay at his house, and be 
entertained. It yvas a very great 
honor which Jesus showed Zaeeheus, 
who hastened doyvn from the tree and 
received .lesus joyfully. It was on a 
Friday afternoon, and" Zaeeheus pre- 
pared a grand banquet for .lesus, to 
yvhich he invited many of his rieh 
friends. He stood in the presence of 
Jesus and told him how he hud de- 
termined to devote his riches to wore 
of charity «"<! mercy ; and was con- 
scious, perhaps of having some time 
exacted more than was strictly re- 
quired, he offered to restore fourfold 
the restriction yvhich a thief was re- 
tpiired to make. (I Kxod. -J-2 ; ,1.) 

Jesus blessed him and told him 
salvation yvas come into his house and 
that " the son of man yvas come to 
seek and to save that yvhich yvas lost," 
Zaeeheus yy anted to see Jesus out of 
curiosity at firsthand never expeeted 
to be so highly honored as he yvas. 
Jesus fcn«W all about Zaeeheus, as he 
knows all about us too, Zaeeheus like, 
the Greeks mentioned in our sermon of 
last sabbath, wovld see Jean*. He 
saw him, but Jesus knew and saw 
Zaeeheus afar off and told him he 
would stay at his house. Jimi* pro- 
olaimed MS mission in this rich man's 
h,nis,- at the ban/jut am/ told km that 
it iras to seek ami save lost sinners. 
He is dointj so still and iri// cotitinxe 
to do so as Ion;/ as the world lasts. 
We are lost as long as yve do': give 
our hearts to Jesus — love him above 
all in this world, and serve him faith- 
fully. God sends us trials and sor- 
rows, sickness and money troubles to 
draw us to him stronger, and to refine 
us, to fit us for that joy be has pre- 
pared, for them that love and obey 
him, in the next world. When the 
miner findsjgold ore, he sends it to the 
smelter to be purilied and reined and 
then it becomes almost everlasting 
and indestructible, for gold may be 
said to be everlasting and indestruc- 
tible. The pure acids have no offeet 
upon it. Air and water alike are un- 
able to yvork its destruction.

dynasties which dream their power 
everlasting, and armies whioh have 
marched and conquered may become 
nerveless; eities teaming yvith millions 
may become the abode of oyyK 
the thin filament of gold remains to 
day as it yvas 8000 years ago.
